1. Organized July 31st, 1932, in 
an open air revival at Tenth and 
Crawford, by the present pastor. 
Five years old next Saturday. 

2. Began with sixty-six mem- 
bers, now has around 1,400. 

3. Has never had a church budg- 
et or a regular salary for the pas- 
tor. The pastor is supported by 
free will offerings of the people 
designated for him. No church 
member is ever asked to sign a 
pledge card. The church does not 
have any_personal solicitation for 
funds. People are taught to give 
“as God hath prospered” and “ey- 
ery one according as he purposeth 
in his heart so let him give.’ We 
believe that Christians ought to 
give proportionately, not less than 
a tithe, and give as the Holy Spirit 
leads them and to the glory of 
God. 

4, No money has ever been 
raised by suppers, plays, admission 
charges, sales, or house to house 
canvassing. We believe the Bible 
way is the best way. 


5 The large brick church build- 
ing, 90 x 146 feet, including two 
story Sunday School’ section and 
an auditorium seating 1,500 has 
been built and paid for in cash. 
The lot costing $5,250 is all paid 
for except about $800.00. 


6. The Sunday School uses the 
Bible only with no quarterlies or 
other literature. Christian litera- 
ture has its place, but we believe 
in the Sunday School the Bible it- 
self alone is far better. Every class 
studies the Bible only and goes 
straight through the Bible, tak- 
ing from one to five chapters at 
a lesson. The resulting Bible 
knowledge far exceeds that learned 
in the average Sunday School. The 
Sunday School is departmentized 
and is steadily increasing in effi- 
ciency and numbers, making due 


allowances for the summer slump, 


etc. By next summer, with bet- 
ter equipment, more class rooms 
and a cooler building (with ceil- 
ing by that time, God willing) we 
can face our difficulties better. 
7. God has given wonderful peace 
and harmony in the church for 
which we thank God. As far as 
we recall, there has never been 
an angry voice raised in the 
church, never any major differ- 
ences in cpinion about church pol- 
icies. If our memory is correct, 
there has not been more than 
three opposing votes on any matter 
passed by the church and in such 
cases prayer and Christian for- 
bearance has been exercised ard 
harmony and unity have prevailed. 
To the Lord belongs all the glory 
since all of us are weak and frail. 


8. Soul winning comes first. in 
the policy of the Fundamentalist 
Baptist Tabernacle. We do not 
practice it as much as we ought, 
yet we thank God for His mercies. 
We estimate there have been 6,000 
or 7,000 professions ‘of faith 
through the work of this church 
in the five years. In one six-months 
period there were 1,005 professions 
of faith of which a record was 
kept. People are saved in revivals, 
in the Sunday services, in the Sun- 
day School, in jail services, park 
services, and in the hospitals and 
in personal soul winning. Certain 
workers in the church go to the 
city jail every Sunday afternoon 
at one and others to the Parkland 
Hospital every Monday evening. 
Services are held.«in the county 
jail about once a month. Often in 
the summer time services are held 
in Marsalis Park Zoo which hav: 
resulted in conversions. The young 
preachers in the chuch win souls 
in many places. 

9. The church supports the 


varied ministry of its pastcr, The

whose shed blood you trampled 
under feet and you will suffer the 
fire of the wrath of God through 
the endless years in Hell, if you 
continue to reject Him. Sinners, 
will you not take salvation? 

I do not rejoice in Hell, but I re- 
joice that God offers mercy. I 
know God is honored in the pun- 
ishment of sinners who will not 
have mercy, and who will not listen 
to rebuke. 


Literal Maggots and Disease 
Germs Will Infest Human 
Bodies In Helll 


Is there literal fire? Yes, and 
more than that, 1 am about to 
mention a thing I never heard any- 
body preach on in my life. I say 
there are literat worms in Hell! 
The more I study it, the more 
reasonable it becomes that it 
must be. The Scripture mentions 
it three different times. The first 
is in the fourteenth chapter of 
Isaiah, the Scripture says about 
the Man of sin that he is going to 
be covered in worms! We read in 
Revelation again, the nineteenth 
chapter, verse twenty, and we find 
that the Man of sin is going to be 
cast alive into the lake of fire. 
Now then in Isaiah fourteen the 
Scripture says about him: “Hell 
from beneath is moved for thee to 
meet thee at thy coming: it stir- 
reth up the dead for thee, even all 
the chief ones of the earth; it hath 
raised up from their thrones all 
the kings of the nations.” Every- 
body in Hell has looked up and 
there is the Antichrist himself be- 
ing cast into Hell, the man who is 
Satan incarnate in the flesh who 
had all the power of the devil 
and who ruled the whole world. 
There is the man who got his 
armies ready and thought he could 
whip Jesus Christ in the Battle of 
Armageddon. The people in Hell 
look as the only man left who they 
think might help them is cast 
down and they say, “Are you com- 
ing down to Hell, too?” Listen 
now. 


“All they shall speak and say 
unto thee, Art thou also become 
weak as we? art thou become like 
unto us? Thy pomp is brought 
down to the grave, and the noise 
of thy viols: the worm is spread 
under thee, and the worms cover 
thee.” 


This Man of sin is not just 
buried, for the Scriptures says he 
will be cast alive into the lake of 
fire, never to die yet never to 
live, an eternal death. Then verse 
nineteen says: “But thou art cast 
out of thy grave like an abomi- 
nable branch (not let him even 
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be buried) and as the raiment of 
those that are slain, thrust through 
with a sword, that go down to 
the stones of the pit; aS a carcass 
trodden under feet. Thou shalt 
not be joined with them in burial’ 
(not let you be buried). Now notice, 
“Thy pamp is brought down to the 
grave.” They will bury your pomp 
and glory but they will not bury 
you. You are brought down to 
Hell. They will stop all the musi- 
cal instruments and the bands you 
had with you in the army of two 
hundred million men. Here is a 
man, the Antichrist, the man of 
sin, who will have been a world 
dictator, going to Hell, and when 
he gets in Hell the worms will 
cover him! Literal worms will 
cover his decaying flesh and the 
poor, lost man in the fire of Hell 
will be tormented by the gnawing 
of maggots and disease and decay 
that sin eventually brings to ev- 
ery sinner! It will be there in Hell. 
That is what the Bible said, worms. 
The Bible said worms! That isn’t 
all. Turn to Isaiah, chapter sixty- 
six. This time it says again real 
worms. It says the same thing 
Jesus said in the New Testament. 


“And as the new heavens and 
the new earth, which | will make, 
shall remain before me, saith the 
Lord, so shall your seed and your 
name remain. 

"And it shall come to pass, that 
from one new moon to another, 
and from one sabbath to another, 
shall all flesh come to worship be- 
fore me, saith the Lord. 

"And they shall go forth, and 
look upon the carcasses of the men 
that have transeressed against me: 
for their worm shall not die, nei- 
ther shall their fire be quenched: 
and they shall be an abhorring un- 
to all flesh" (Isa. 66:22-24). 

Now they are going to be tor- 
mented in the presence of the 
Lamb and of the holy angels and 
people shall go by there and see 
them, too, “for their worm shall 
not die, neither shall their fire be 
auenched: and they shall be an 
abhorring unto all flesh.” 


Somebody said, “I can’t see how 
a man with a physical body could 
live in Hell.” But wait a minute. 
You remember that the Hebrew 
children did when they were cast 
into the fiery furnace and they 
didn’t have even the smell of fire 
on their garments. You see, then, 
@ person can live in Hell as God 
said they will. They could be alive 
in fire and not be burned Up, 
couldn’t they? The Hebrew chil- 
dren were, and a man in Hell will 
be, too. Don’t charge God because 
you don’t know something, just be- 
cause there is something you don’t 
understand. There are several things 
you don’t understand, but they are 
still true. There is a lot you don’t 
understand. You don’t understand 
how a man can take a glider and 
someone give him a little shove 
and the glider will go up like a 
kite and not have an engine in it, 
not anything pulling it, and float, 
and go for 158 miles. One man has 
already done that, floating in the 
air in a glider, not a balloon, just 
wings, no motor, no propeller. You 
don’t understand that but it has 
already happened! There is no 
doubt about it being so. You don’t 
understand how one can turn a 
switch and the electricity will go

Maggots And Unquenched Fire In Hell

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through the wire and make a light. 
You can’t understand that but it is 
so. You can’t understand how one 
can just turn~a little switch and 
some way get out of the air, out 
of the ether, get a voice. You can 
hear me every Sunday merning on 
the radio. :I do not know how, and 
the best electricians do not know. 
They talk about ether waves, but 
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they don’t know whether it is 
ether or not. They just know they 
have learned how to get the voice. 
I don’t know why or how, I just 
know it works that way. A man 
will be in fire in Hell, tormented 
forever, and yet he doesn’t burn 
up. He will have worms eating on 
his body, sores on his body, ve- 
nereal diseases and cancer and all 
the diseases and infirmities, cata- 
racts on the eyes, getting deaf, and 
there will be no healing, no re- 
demption, nothing but eternal old 
age, eternal sickness, eternal suf- 
fering! And all the things sin 
brings in this life will be brought 
on a million times more in Hell be- 
cause of sin! Yes, there are worms 
in Hell, intestinal worms, tape 
worms in Hell. Worms never did 
bother man in the Garden of Eden. 
Worms never did bother man until 
sin came in. Flesh worms came 
with sin. Worms, maggots, pests, 
disease germs were brought on as 
a result of sin. Do you believe 
Adam in the the Garden of Eden 
had decayed teeth, had bad eyes, 
had to wear glasses, had venereal 
disease, small pox, influenza or 
leprosy? No, he didn’t. Where did 
man get them then? He got them 
because of sin when the ground 
was cursed because of sin, when 
God said, “You will have to work 


for your living and earn bread by 
the sweat of your face.” Sin brings 
trouble. Sin brought trouble, and 
to the woman God said, “Thy de- 
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sire shall be to thine husband and 
he shall rule over thee,” “child- 
birth will be a time of suffering 
and sorrow to you.” All of that is 
because of sin. 


A man who is saved will get 
a new body when Jesus comes, Did 
you hear me on the radio this 
morning when I told how here not 
very long ago with my wife and 
children I went out to a cemetery 
in Cooke County close to Gaines- 
ville. Now in that cemetery where 
the weeds are growing, in that 
country cemetery, I looked down 
on the grave with a few shells on 
it where my mother lies buried. 
My mind went back to the time 
when I was a boy hardly six years 
old and somebody held an umbrella 
over us—it is strange how I re- 
member that — my father reached 
out one arm around two little boys, 
and another arm around two little 
girls, four motherless children, ba- 
bies. My father bowed his head 
in grief as they laid away the form 
of my dear mother in that little 
grave. Oh, good bye, mother, These 
have been lonely years without her. 
When i see her, she will not be 
frail and worn as she was when 
she went away. The dread white 
plague had left her skin trans- 
parent. But no more. My mother 
will be new and young with the 
bride-look she had when she mar- 
ried my father! And I will see my 
father. He will not be old and 
burdened. He will not have a weak 
heart and the decrepities of age 
that were on him as he was when 
he drove to Duke, Oklahoma, where 
he was taken suddenly sick and 
died in two hours’ time. When he 
comes out of the grave he will 
have a resurrected body, a glori- 
fied body, a redeemed body, a 
saved body. That is part of salva- 
tion. Somebody says, “Brother 
Rice, do you believe healing is in 
the atonement?” Certainly it is! 
I haven’t gotten mine yet, but I 
will when Jesus comes, for the 
Bible said, “The whole creation 
groaneth and travaileth in pain 
together until now. And not only 
they, but ourselves also, which 
have the firstfruits of the Spirit, 
even we ourselves groan within 
ourselves, waiting for the adop- 
tion, to wit, the redemption of our 
body” (Rom. 8:22, 23). My body 
is to be redeemed, too. That was 
paid for on the cross. That is 
what saved people get. 

But the devil’s crowd don’t get 
that. The same old decaying body 
will be dragged out, the same old 
body subject to decay, the same 
Olds body with disease, with failing 
hé@art yet never stop beating, in- 
sane mind and no hope of being 
brought back but will live on in 
a living second death, or the same 
old body with cancer, 


I saw a man the other day whose 
nose had been nearly eaten away 
with cancer. Every day he had to 
have a fresh dressing on it. Oh, 
I pitied him, but thank God, he 
said he was a Christian, I would 
see him nearly every night before 
I preached. I would see that man 
with the white bandage covering 
his nose. One day, thank God, 
when he is caught up to meet 
Jesus and the body is transformed 
and glorified, he will not have that 
tormenting, gnawing cancer. He 
won’t have the awful decay of a 
cancer when Jesus comes and 
changes that vile body, for the 
body will be saved, redeemed, be 
adopted and have salvation in the 
body. 

But what about the lost man? 
The lost man who has cancer, and 
dies, and in the grave his body 
rots away. After a while, after 
Jesus comes and reigns a thou- 
sand years, then the doomed will 
be dragged out of Hell and their 
bodies will come out of the graves 
and they will be caught up to meet 
Jesus. This is the second resur- 
rection. It is of lost people. It 
will not be a new, glorious, happy 
and purified body, but that same 
wicked old body. The rich man 
in Hell had a heart that was not 
redeemed. He still loved his broth- 
ers and wanted his brothers kept 
out of Hell, but he didn’t repent of 
his sins. It didn’t do any good, 
especially, but he said, “Oh, my 
brothers, my brothers!’”’ He loved 
his brothers when he died, and he 
loved them when he went to Hell. 
He was the same man exactly. 
The man in Hell without Christ was 


unchanged. When he gets his body, 
his decaying body, his sinning 
body, it will be an unchanged, sin- 
ful body, a cursed body, a diseased
